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GOODBYE TO THE POORFARM 


In 1925 Wisconsin passed a law giv- 


ing its .counties the right to adopt the 
old age pension system by a two- 
thirds vote of the county board. 


Thereafter the law was altered so 


that the system might be adopted by 
' a majority vote of the county board. 


And now Governor LaFollette has 


feigned a bill compelling all the coun- 
ties in the state to adopt this system 
by July, 1933. 


A person seventy years of age or 


more becomes entitled, under the qual- 
ifying conditions named, to draw a 
pension up to $1.00 a day. 


Around this measure was gath- 


ered 
many 
of 
the 
basic argu- 


ments having to do with the pol- 
icy of the state towards its un- 
fortunates, but one of the arguments 
of particular strength came from the 
demonstration that the amount paid 
out for such purposes was less than 
the cost of maintaining the poor in the 
regularly constituted poorhouses. 


In addition to Wisconsin, the states • 


of Montana, California, Utah,, New 
York and Massachusetts now have 
some form of old age pension. 


We expect that the coming decade 


will see an enormous extension in the 
practice of giving money from the pub- 
lic treasury to people who are unable 
to provide for themselves. This may 
be called paternalism, and derided as 
such, but it is certainly growing. If 
Ihe number of prospective wage earn- 
ers continues to be out of all propor- 
tion to the number of jobs available, 
the amounts distributed under pension 
laws will inevitably show an increase." 


After the World war various'states 


began to pay pensions to widows who 
were unable to support their children. 
Today such pensions are being paid in 
44 states, two territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Yet it all amounts 
to but a drop in the bucket. 


In Cincinnati, for example, the aver- 


age sum received by a needy widow 
from the state is $30 a month. In Se- 
attle it is $20. In many states, the 
maximum is $20, with the average far 
above that figure. 


The Children's Bureau of the De- 


partment of Labor, after surveying 61 
large cities, found that on the average 
only about a third of the families aid- 
ed under these pension laws get as 
much as is necessary for bare exis- 
tence. In many states the number of 
mothers eligible to these pensions who 
are on the waiting list far exceeds the 
number of those actually being helped. 


Furthermore, Department of Labor 


studies have shown that the manied 
woman who works is not, usually, sim- 
ply trying to earn pin money. On 
top of that, in some parts of the coun- 
try—especially in the textile regions— 
men's wage scales are based on the as- 
sumption that either the wife or one 
of the children will also be working 
and contributing to the support of the 
family.

There is a way, a clear way, to avoid 


the necessity of old age pensions. It is 
to create old age incomes instead. 


The old age income must be based 


upon a conservation of a part of ev- 
ery worker's savings, a sound invest- 
ment of them and a protection of the 
wealth thus created by the worker him- 
self. 


Old age incomes now exist in many 


places throughout this land but solely 
^and only as the result of a policy of fain- 


"" play inaugurated by some of the great 


corporations which are really interest- 
ed in seeing their employes retire in 
comfort, not upon the doctrine that 
"the world owes every man a living," 


t the foolish adage of the unthinking, 


but the correct theory that every ordin- 


' aiT person who has spent his useful 


years a.i honest work has earned a re- 
tirement income but can be assured of 


* it only so long as it has been carefully 


t planned in advance and built through 


< ,the years, in other words, saved and set 
' aside. 
' ' Almost as many different plans have 
* been put in operation by these com- 


panics *s there are concerns adopting 


them. There is no uniformity because 
of natural and honest differences of 
opinion a1? to the equities of each plan. 


That a inan may work his useful 


years for, say, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New York, and be retired on 
a livable income bespeaks the fine man- 
agement of that company, but is not 
the worker for some other company 
which may not have adopted such a 
policy equally deserving? And what 
of him, who is employed for long years 
by the many concerns that cannot 
weather the storm of industrial compe- 
tition, and without personal fault, finds 
himself not only unemployed but only 
with odd jobs to face in his declining 
years as a barrier against wretched 
poverty? 


To quote Owen D. Young, head of 


the General Electric, another splen- 
did company which has taken giant 
strides in this direction, there are three 
great considerations to bear in mind, 
good wages, steadiness of employment 
and old age income. For the most 
part we have the first, or obtain it un- 
der normal conditions, the second is 
the greatest and most difficult prob- 
lem, whereas the last is possible, prob- 
able and most desirable. 


After the appointment of many legis- 


lative commissions, the study of the 
many and serious obstacles to be over- 
come, it is really no great compliment 
to the ability in our legislative halls 
that nothing is done about it. Instead 
of concentrating our efforts upon this 
truly great and important problem we 
often follow political leaders who see 
mirages or get screaming nightmares 
on fantastic questions that do us no 
more good than a little exercise to our 


* emotions. 


How many pensioners and inmates 


of our poorhouses had an opportunity 
to put aside something for old age? 
Probably none. 


How many of them saved carefully, 


only to have these savings swept away 
by unwise investment ? Probably a ma- 
' jority. 


Carelessness and spendthrift ways 


account for some of these unfortunates, 
of course, but the greater number may 
be attributed to two 
major causes, 


fraudulent securities which heads the 
list, and erroneous political policies 
which cripple or destroy wealth that 
has been earned" by sweat and honest- 
ly invested. 


The old age pension is a charity, a 


dole, a bare existence. 


An old age income is an earning, a 


saving, a comfort." 


The pension merely holds body and 


soul together. 


The income produces the dignity 


and independence that has been earned. 


The pension results^from a system 


of helter-skelter. The income is the 
result of planning and persistence.

and co-rellgionists Instead, the Begum has been 
elected to be one of the political leadeis of Mos- 
lem India, the first of her sex to hold such an 
office. Gandhi's e\tortations to the women of

—have crossed the boundaries of religion What 
Mme Sarojmi Naidu Is to the Hindu women, the 
Begum may become to the \\omen of Moslem 
India 


In reality this emerg-ence of a Moslem daugh- 


ter of India is part of a tide that sxveeps shores 
which Gandhi's voice never reaches. 
Things 


which every Western observer of pre-war Islam 
would have called fantastically impossible are 
happening- eveiy day. The women of the Pro- 
phets family, twelve or thirteen centuries ago, 
played impoitant loles In Moslem politics Then 
the blight of the East settled upon thorn. The 
veil curtained their faces and smothered their 
souls In our genoialion Moslem women aro llv- 
ins tluough a revolution compared to which the 
emancipation of the Now Woman of the West

WHAT IS WRONG HERE? 


You might imagine that the scan- 


ning of so many letters from people 
about health would become terribly 
boring after the novelty 
of it has 


worn off. Well, I confess some of the

It is a simple question. A

"I have hesitated going to a, 


physician as I am socially ac- 
quainted with all 
of our local 


physicians ..." 
Now then, It is quite commonplace 


to be asked to recommend a 
good 


doctor or specialist for a newcomer 
or even an old resident who does 
not know any good doctors. But^this 
lady's request is different. She dis 
likes the idea of consulting a man 
professionally 
if she 
happens to 


know him socially. 


Here is a serious situation, broth- 


er doctors. Isn't it still a good plan 
for the young doctor to cultivate the 
social acquaintance of people in the 
hope that some of 'em 
will become 


his patients' Certainly it is. But it 
appears the "society" racket is not 
always helpful piofessionally. Some 
people may think the 
doctor is a 


good enough fellow for a party or a 
heavy function but not so good when 
one wants real medical ability. 


I am really delighted to have this 


lady's lettei. It ought to afford some 
cheer for doctors •who do not give 
much time or thought to "society" 
afiairs but prefer to devote 
their 


leisure to pursuits more or less re- 
lated with their profession. 


A doctor who Is good enough to be 


one's family doctor is as safe as a 
priest when it comes to telling one's 
secrets. Besides, if he has had any 
experience to speak 
of, you can't 


shock him with anything 
you may 


happen to divulge in the consulting 
room. Likewise if the doctor has had 
a reasonable amount of expeilence 
you can't fool him with any hoity- 
toity pretenses you may put on in 
the social world or in public life So 
•why hebitate to go to a doctor whom 
you know socially, unless you lack 
confidence in his professional abil- 
ity' 


A criminal escaped fiom the police 


and was wounded Later he visited a 
doctor who diessed the wound. The 
doctor did not divulge the fact that 
he had treated a gunshot wound. The 
pilsoner was not recaptured. This in- 
cident brought about the enactment 
of a statute which makes it a misde- 
mcanoi foi a physician to fail to re- 
poit any such case immediately to 
the police Even so, I doubt whether 
good physicians will betray patients, 
as a matter of conscience. The Hip- 
pokratlc oath, and the common law, 
both forbid the doctor from divulg- 
ing anything he learns necessarily 
or Incidentally in the treatment of 
the patient. Much better for public 
vvelfaie that the police should 
do 


without the help of doctors in such 
capacity than that victoms of 
cir- 


cumstantial evidence should hesitate 
to consult 
a icputable 
phjsician 


when medical or suigical ccue Is re 
quired.

are biennials of stately growth, lav- 
ish and beautiful bloom, when they 
flourish. Probably 
no two plants 


are 
more often 
recommended to 


gardening beginners 
and probably 


there are no more failures 
than 


with these- two. They will make 
husky 
plants to go into 
winter 


quarters and in the spring it will 
very often be found that the crowns 
have rotted. They are hardy enough 
as to root but susceptible to wet. In 
some soils, the 
Canterbury 
bell 


seems to be reliably hardy and self- 
sows and persists. These are usual- 
ly heavy clay soils. The Foxgloves 
delight in an acid soil but grow 
well in lime soils but do not winter 
so well. 


The tall spikes of the Foxgloves 


and the huge bell of the Canterbury 
bells are always desirable, and now 
is the time to start them. At the 
same time plan to give some sort of 
a winter roof to keep moisture and 
snow from too direct contact with 
the crowns. Tar paper supported on 
boxes and underneath is a simple, 
cheap and practical plan. Another is 
to set boxes over them after cover- 
ing the crowns with dry straw or 
leaves. Safest of all is to set the 
plants in a cold frame 
or have 


small portable cold frames to set 
over them in the garden. 


The nearest 
substitute 
to the 


Canterbury bell that lg reliably 
hardy and resistant of any weather 
conditions is the peach-leaved bell- 
flower, but it has not the color 
range of the Canterbury bell, com- 
ing only in blues and whites. The 
new form, 
Telham Beauty, 
is a 


beautiful 
plant 
-with 
three-foot 


stems of huge deep 'blue bells, much 
larger than the older forms. This 
bellflower can be relied upon to be 
hardy.

( crossed the field to try the pasture 
on the opposite side. 


30 Acres Seeded 


All told Mr. Wieckert has 30 acres 


of old alfalfa seeding- and 30 acres 
of last year's sweet clover seeding. 
This spring he seeded 32 acres of al- 
falfa and 20 acres of sweet clover. 
As an experiment he planted six 
acres of soybeans in his 30 acres of 
corn. He expects to plant eight acres 
more corn for silage. Beside his six 
acres of cabbage as a cash crop, he 
has three acres of canning peas that 
are very promising. 


Mr. Wieckert has sold all of his 


purebred bulls of serviceable age but 
another lot Is coming along. The in- 
quiries he is getting leads him to the 
conclusion the demand for good bulls 
is improving. 


As it will not be too late to plant 
soybeans the last week in June, 
farmers who are short of pasture 
and on hay would do well to exam- 
ine a field of soybeans planted this 
spring on his farm by George I. Sas- 
raan, one of the purebred Holstein 
breeders of Black Creek. Mr. gas- 
man's beans are about 4 inches tall 
and stand quite thick in rows two 
feet apart. He drilled the beans with 
a beet drill. His beans are a very 
fine crop now.

STEEL MAIL ORDER 


CHURCH ADVANCES 
NEW ARCHITECTURE 


New Structure Moved to 


Essen, Germany f r o m 
Cologne 


"Essen, 
Germany—OP)'—Th'» first 


"mail order" church in history has 
been put up here. The secular ready- 
made, bungalow has found its ecclesi- 
astical counterpart. 


The church in question is the "steel 


church" which visitors to the inter- 
national press exhibition In Cologne 
two years abhorred or adored, accord- 
ing- to their response to modernistic 
architecture. 


•Now it 'is in Essen, having been 


dismantled "and'transported piece by 
piece. 
• 
' - - . - - . 


•-Its.-steel shafts, glass walls,-shiny 


metal- fittings, and modernistic- art, 
were something profoundly new in 
church architecture. Architects found 
the parabolic' floor-plan an interest- 
'ing solution to the problem of. church 
, acoustics. 


Professor Otto Bartning, the de- 


signer, has been attempting to carry 
the ideas embodied In the, steel 
church to a logical conclusion, and 
•the'.most recent step in--the1 experi- 
ments is his "circular church," dedi- 
cated in Essen recently. 


Its peculiarity is the central loca- 


tion of -the altar. To the front, seats 
range . round - the • altar In semicir- 
cular rows. The usual -backside of 
the altar is the front to a segniental 
section of seats marked off. from the 
-rest of the auditorium by -an opteri 
.row of columns which support the 
organ loft. This section the-'architect 
designates as the sacramental-shapel. 


Of profound significance to church 
architecture of the- future may be 
the fact that at regular Sunday ser- 
vices members gravitate 'to the back 
seats as naturally as to the front. 
This speaks for the excellent acous- 
tics of .the circular structure. 


In an Interview, Professor Bart- 


ning said, "Functional building is 
the, source of genuine art in archi- 
tecture, and a church fully meeting 
the needs 'of the congregation it was 
built for, fully expresses in its char- 
acter those spiritual qualities that 
are its .source." 


The use of contemporary meterials 


like brick, steel, glass, metals, so 
common in all new German church 
architecture, and giving rise to a 
multitude of striking artistic effects.
